placing at least one additional anchor across the at least one additional tissue fold; 

approximating the plurality of tissue folds; and 

securing the approximated plurality of tissue folds with the anchors. 

12, (Original): The metliod of claim 11 , wherein the first tiSvSue fold and the at 
least one additional tissue fold m-e not attached to one another, 

13* (Original): The method of claim 11, vvherein the first tissue fold is formed 
from an anterior segm ent of the patient's stomach and at l east one additional tivSsue fold is 
formed from a ppsterior segnient of the patient's stomach ppposite the anterior segment, 

14. (Original): Tlie method of claim 11, wherein the first tissue fold and the at 
least one additional tissue fold are disposed intenor to a patients gastroesophageal 
junction. 
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1 5. (Origiml); A method of perfomimg gastiic reduction procedure 
comprising: 

endoscopiealjy formings approxmatiBg and seeuring a first pluraiity of lissae 
folds m a first piaiie within a patient^s stdmaeii; and 

endoscopt cally foiining, approximirtmg and securing at least one additional 
piuraiity of tissue fi)lds in al least one additional plane within, tlie paticnt% stomach. 

1 6. (Origiiial): The method of claim 15^ wherein tlie first plane and tlie at 
least one additional plane ate mbstailtially parallel to one another. 

17. (Original): The metfaod of elaiin 1 5, wherein the jSr^t plnfality of tissiie 
folds and the at least one additional plurality of tissue folds are not attached to one 
another, 

18. (Qrigmal): Tile method of claim 15^ wherein the fet plurality of tissue 
folds and the least one additional plurality of tissue folds each comprise at least one 
tissue fold from mi anterior segment ^^o stomach and at least one tissue fold 

iTom an of^osing posterior segmenf: of the patient's stomach. 

1 9. (Original): The method of claim 15, wherein the first plurality of tissue 
folds and the at least one addi tional plnrality of tissue folds are disposed infotior to tiie 
pati ent's gastix^esophageal jtsnction.

32. (New): A method of pertbnning endoiuminal gastric reduction 
comprising: 

advancing an pvertube through apatient-s esophagus into the patient's stomach 
while the overlnbe is disposed in a flexible state; 

transitioning the overtiibe to a rigid state in a desired orientation witltin the 

patient's stomach; 
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appToxiniatiiig and se^curing a first plurality of tissue folds in a first plaiie witMii a 
patient's stomadi; mid 

approximating and seeming a second plurality of tissue folds iij a second plane 
within tli^ patimt% stomach, 

33. (N<?w): The method of claim 32, wherein ih^ first plane and the second 
plane are snbstantialiy parallel to one another. 

34. (New): The metlipd of claim 32, wherein the first plnrality of tissue folds 
and the second piisrality of tissue folds are hot attached to one another, 

35. (New): The method of claim 32, wherein the first plurality of tissue folds 
and the second plurality of ti ssue folds each eomprise at least one tissue fold ftom an 
anterior segment of the patient's stomadi and at least one tissue fold irom an opposing 
posterior segment of tlie patient^ stomach. 

36. (New): The method of claiiri 32, wherein tlie first phiraiity of tissue folds 

and the second pinraiity of tissue folds are disposed inferior to the patient's 
gastroesophageal junction. 

37. (New): The riiethod of claim 32, further conijMsing: 

advancing a plication apparatus through a first lumen contained in said overtube 
such that a distal portion of said plication apparatus is located within the patient's 
stomach. 

38. (New): The method of ehiim 37, forther Gomprising: 

advancing a: gastix>scppe thamigh a second lumen contained in said oveitiibe siich 
that a distal portfon of said gastroscope is foeated within the patient's stomach. 

39. (New): The metliod of claim 32, futthet comprising: 
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steeriiig a distaJ re^on of said o verhibe to an orien tatioxi whtjreby fee distal region 
of th0 overtube is located near aiid mferior to tlio patient's gasti'oesophageal junctioii. 

40. (New): The Tnethod of daitti 32^ wherein iiie desired orientation 
comprises an arc traversing at least about 1 SO degrees. 

41 , (New): The method of claim 40, wherein the desired orientation 
comprises an arc traversing approximately 270 degi'ees. 
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
